Church Unroofed, Farm Buildings Smashed Saturday 


A w indstorm which reached tor- | 
nado-like proportions S aturday a ft­ 
ernoon caused thousands of dollars 
dam age in Adams county, The storm 
swept a wide p ath across the entire 
state, and did extensive dam age in 
adjoining states One county m an 
was injured when he was struck by 
a pole used to brace a barn door. 
Black clouds rolled out of the 
west about I o ’clock, bringing the 
wind. th u n d er and lightning and 
hail. In the m ountains there were 
snow 
flurries S atu rd ay afternoon 
and again Sunday m orning. The 
m ercury dropped 29 degrees 
Grant Rrxroth, 31, Getlysbarg 
R. 3, w a report rd in a satis­ 
factory condition at the War­ 
ner hospital today where he Is 
a patient a* the result of a 
fractured skull received during 
the storm. 
Rexroth wa* working at the 
bam at his home when the 
wind blew the bam doors open 
and a large brace pole fell and 
struck him in the forehead. Ile

time and after recovering con ­ 
sciousness made blo way to his

th e Plrst 
N ational bank building 
owned by B arton Poth, was blown 
over, 
Large Bam Unroofed 
A pum p house on the Edgar W eaner 
farm , opposite th e dairy, H arris­ 
burg road 
was lifted by th e wind 
and blown into th e highway. Traffic 
edged around th e obstruction until 
it could be pulled out of th e way. 
A large barn was unroofed and 
th e fro n t of the barn caved in on 
th e farm of W H. G inevan, on the 
S chriver’i C om er-O oldenVille road 
M r. O m evan said th e roof was new 
last December One section of it was 
deposited in the yard in front of 
th e G inevan farm hom e. IOO feet 
east of the barn, while other p o r­ 
tion* were carried 150 feet farth er 
east into a field. 
Mr G inevan was m Baltim ore, he 
said, a t th e tim e of th e storm . A 
dau g h ter had been in th e b a m 
and had just gained th e shelter of 
the house w hen portions of the 
b a m w ent sailing by 
4.000 Chicks Perish 
A large section of the roof on the 
rear p a rt of the M ethodist church 
in York Springs was blown off ta k ­ 
ing p art of th e brick wall w ith it, 
and tearing down telephone and 
electric lines. C hurch services were 
held in the L utheran church n e a r­ 
by, which was only slightly dam aged 
Buildings of th e G olden Ridge 
hatchery, on th e Ridge road near 
York Springs, were badly dam aged 
or dem olished. The roof was to m 
from a barn on the farm of K R 
Tackey, a half mile north of York 
S prings on the H arrisburg road. 
$4,(HH) Chicks Perish 
Four thousand chicks perished on 
th e farm of Jam es O ’C onnor, near 
the Hoffm an orphanage, w hen the 
roof was blown from a 40 by 60 foot 
block chlckenhouse. T he roof and 
some of th e concrete blocks were 
hurled m ore th a n 
IOO feet. T he 
baby chicks, in the brooder section 
on the second floor of the building 
were killed by falling debris. Laying 
hens on th e first floor were not in ­ 
jured. 
O ’Connor, 
who

nearby barn, said th a t the stru c­ 
tu re “shook like a ship a t sea in a 
storm and feed bags were tossed 
around ” 
At the farm of George Sollberger, 
G ettysburg R. 4, on the H arrisburg 
road, a Im rn roof was blown off, 
p art of th e roof on the house was 
lifed and a brooder house roof d am ­ 
aged. Three hundred chicks in the 
brooder house were saved w hen the 
fam ily moved them to the house 
ju st before th e w orst p art of the 
storm 
struck. 
One 
of 
the 
roofs 
sheared off th e top of a gasoline 
pum p as it was hurled into the 
yard. 
Several big pine trees in the front 
yard a t the hom e of Joel G riest in 
York Springs, a short distance east 
of 
th e 
M ethodist 
church, 
were 
blown down, littering the yard w ith 
lim bs and tree trunks and carrying 
wires w ith them . 
Simpson Home Unroofed 
The storm ripped the roof from 
th e hom e of Lem ual Vernon S im p­ 
son, three m iles south of G etty s­ 
burg on th e E m m itsburg road, h u rl­ 
ing a portion of th e tin roof m ore 
th a n 300 feet from the stone build­ 
ing. 
Mrs. Sim pson, who was outside 
w hen the wind struck, clung to an 
autom obile, and escaped injury as 
p arts of th e roof and tables, chairs 
and other articles from the attic

SUMMER MULCH FOR 
ta I R AU BERRIES 
There is no botanical relation 
between the “straw" in strawberries 
and ordinary straw. Most author- i 
ities believe the iruit inherited tile 
“straw” part of its common name 
from the shape and appearance of 
the threadlike runner stems. But in 
practical terms of culture straw 
may play an important role in 
growing tliis popular crop that is. 
in mulching. 
Two phases of strawberry mulch­ 
ing must be clearly Understood and 
distinguished 
in 
their 
respective 
uses. Iii northern parts of the coun­ 
try where alternate freezing and 
thawin ' occur over winter, a pro­ 
tective mulch is usually applied 
over the rows in late November or 
early December after the temper­ 
ature lias dropped to 20 decrees F. 
or lower to render the crowns com- 
| pletely dormant. This should be 
gradually thinned and removed into 
the alleys between the rows before 
I it interferes with growth in the 
spring. Winter mulching, It must be 
emphasized, is employed solely to 
prevent injury to the vital plant 
crowns.

there is ve*-taoles may be spaced more 
planting j closely than in poor; but when 
spaced too close together, it is diffi- 
cut to cultivate between the rows. 
For crops growing twelve inches 
tall or less, rows may be spaced 
I inches to a foot apart and culti­ 
vated with hand tools. For cultiva­ 
tion with a wheel hoe, eighteen 
indies is likely to be found a mini­ 
mum distance, since it is necessary 
to avoid disturbing the roots of the 
vegetables, whatever tool is used. 
Taller vegetables, and those that 
make vines, large bushes, or have 
a sprawling habit, must be given 
more distance between rows. In 
small gardens. 4 feet will usually 
be the maximum distance, given 
only for such crops as bush squash 
and cucumbers.
